A  Reality 


Lowell  Tech  is  once  again  famous  for 
the  implementation  of  the  old  cliche, 
"Better  late  than  never.”  Since  every  other 
school  in  the  nation  has  adopted 
Pre-registration,  Lowell  Tech  has  finally 
decided  to  try  it.  Don’t  misunderstand  the 
initial  tone  of  this  article,  for  this  new 
system  of  registration  should  work,  it’s  just 
too  bad  it  had  to  take  so  long. 

The  first  step  in  the  Pre-registration 
process  will  be  that  of  the  student  meeting 
with  his  advisor.  This  initial  process  will 
take  place  between  Nov.  20  and  Dec.  1 . 
The  next  step  will  take  place  on  Dec.  4th, 
5th  and  6th  when  the  actual  registration 
process  will  take  place  within  the  various 
departments.  This  must  be  done  at  this 
time  to  avoid  the  late  fee  penalty. 

Tuition  payment  is  the  next  step  in  the 
process.  All  tuition  bills  must  be  paid  by 
Jan.  5th,  1973.  A  student  is  subject  to  a 
late  fee  penalty  if  this  requirement  is  not 
met.  Students  who  can  not  meet  this 
deadline  can  receive  authorized  deferment 
froth  IfRT  De3TT7>f  Students  office. 

On  January  15th,  seniors  and  juniors 


report  to  their  department  registration 
office  to  receive  their  grade  cards  and  final 
approval.  Sophomores  report  on  Jan.  16th. 

This  is  a  very  brief  description  of  the 
entire  registration  procedure.  Everyone 
should  be*  getting  detailed  information  of 
the  procedure  sometime  this  week  in  their 
mailbox.  Two  additional  points,  however, 
are  worth  noting.  Freshmen  will  not  be 
allowed  to  pre-register  this  year.  (It  would 
be  hoped  that  by  next  year,  freshmen  also 
will  be  able  to  partake  in  the  advantage  of 
pre-registration.) 

The  second  point  is  that  no  matter 
how  late  a  student  is  in  registering,  he  can 
not  be  charged  more  than  one  $25  late 
penalty  fee. 

The  success  of  this  system  now  lies 
with  all  the  individual  parties  contained 
within  the  system.  It  would  be  hoped  that 
advisors  will  thoroughly  study  the 
pre-registration  procedure  so  that  they 
might  be  an  asset  to  the  system  instead  of  a 
hinderance  as  in  the  past.  It  is  also  the 
responsibility  ot  the  students  to  carry  their 
share  of  the  load  so  that  the  entire  system 
will  work  as  it  was  desired.

Hidden  behind  the 
library  and  stuck  between 
two  annexes  is  the  Lowell 
Tech  Health  Service.  Open 
from  8:00  am  to  5:00  pm, 
Monday  through  Friday, 
this  dispensary  is  capable  of 
handling  any  medical 
emergency  (unjess  it’s 
serious). 


If  the  student  gets  sick 
during  the  school  day  there 
are  three  registered  nurses 
who  can  offer  emergency 
first  aid.  If  the  problem  is 
of  a  serious  nature,  the 
student  is  sent  to  the 
outpatient  office  of  St. 
Joseph’s  hospital. 

If  the  dorm  student 


gets  sick  after  the 
dispensary  closes,  he  can  go 
to  the  Resident  Advisor. 
All  that  can  be  done  is  to 
take  him  to  the  hospital, 
which  makes  most  students 
reluctant  to  seek  any 
medical  aid  during  these 
times  unless  their  condition 
is  very  serious. 

Even  during  daylight 
hours  the  capabilities  of  the 
dispensary  are  limited. 
Hence  improvements  have 
been  planned.  Last  Tuesday 
Dean  King  talked  with  a  Dr. 
Zimmerman  about  working 
at  Lowell  Tech  for  three 
hours  a  day.  three  days  a 
week.  This  proposal  will 
still  have  to  come  before 
the  Personnel  Committee 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
Hopefully  Lowell  Tech  will 
have  a  doctor  before  the 
end  of  the  semester. 

Equipment  at  the 
dispensary  will  also  be 
improved.  What  has  not  yet 
been  decided  is  when,  if 
ever,  the  dispensary  will  be 
kept  open  24  hours  a  day; 
whether  or  not  any 
additional  buildings  will  be 
constructed  and  where  the 
money  for  further 
improvements  is  to  come 
from.

Alumni  Association 


Although  unrecognized  by  many,  the  LTI  Alumni 
Association  performs  many  functions  in  and  around  the 
school.  With  their  main  offices  located  in  the  front  area  of 

Hie  library,  tile  Alumni  work  to  keep  mombeio  w*  touch 
with  developments  at  Lowell  Tech. 

The  Alumni’s  main  function  is  to  help  the  Institute  in 
any  way  through  the  various  programs  they  sponsor.  Their 
scholarship  program  makes  available  each  year  several 
scholarships  covering  tuition  and  student  fees.  The  Alumni 
handle  scholarships  given  by  various  companies  and 
donations  from  individuals  for  this  purpose.  Student  loans 
are  also  available  as  part  of  the  financial  aid  program. 

One  of  the  Alumni’s  greatest  contributions  was  the 
building  of  the  library  in  1951.  Presently,  this  building 
houses  rare  books  along  with  various  reports  and 
collections.  They  also  started  the  plans  for  the  new 
addition  to  the  library  as  they  gathered  funds.  Appeals  for 
funds  go  on  each  year  and  ROTC  awards  are  given  during 
the  spring.  An  annual  event  each  year  is  the  Alumni 
reunion. 

The  governing  body  consists  of  1  7  elected  members 
who  make  up  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  advisory 
members  total  16  in  the  Association.  However,  these 
members  are  not  elected  into  office.  Instead,  they  are 
voted  in  by  the  Board  of  Directors  if  interested  in  the 
position. 

Membership  in  the  Alumni  Association  is  open  to 
anyone  who  has  successfully  completed  one  year.  Evening 
division  students  may  file  applications  for  membership  and 
any  graduates  of  LTI  are  automatically  members.  No  dues 
are  imposed;  only  contributions  may  be  given. 
Communication  with  members  is  through  the  newsletters 
sent  out  during  the  year  and  members  are  brought  together 
at  the  fall  reunion. 

This  year’s  officers  include:  President,  Raymond  F. 
Dunn,  Vice-President,  Joseph  J.  Ducharinel,  Second 
Vice-President,  Barbara  Brooks,  and  Executive  Secretary, 
Steve  A.  Orroth.  Two  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
must  be  from  the  Alumni  Association.  This  year’s  Alumni 
members  are  Arnold  Lovering  and  Pauline  Reardon. 

On  the  issue  of  the  LT1-LSC  merger,  the  Alumni  have 
made  no  definite  stand  yet.  However,  they  have  requested 
that  Maurice  Harrison,  Carolyn  Lumenello  and  Walter 
Dawson  be  appointed  to  the  merger  committee.

The  bold  and  dedicated  herd  of  rugged  individualists  —  the  LTI 
Board  of  Trustees  —  covered  themselves  with  glory  again  at  their 
most  recent  meeting. 

As  pointed  out  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Text,  the  Trustees 
(particularly  Judge  Mitchell)  strenuously  objected  to  the  formation  of 
the  Women’s  Tennis  Club,  on  the  grounds  that  it  had  a 
discriminatory  name  —  though  the  constitution  of  the  club  does  not 
in  fact  prohibit  participation  by  male  students.  Among  the 
comments  was  a  suggestion  from  one  particularly  enlightened 
gentleman  that  the  club  be  called  the  “Junior  Junior  Jlmior 
Varsity.” 

In  other  courageous  stands  against  the  encroachments  of  the 
twentieth  century,  the  Trustees,  again  led  by  Judge  Mitchell,  refused 
to  appoint  a  woman  gym  instructor,  and  refused  to  permit  women’s 
representatives  to  speak  before  the  Board.

Let  Me  Take 
You  Higher

After  three  years  of  writing  our  friendly  little  column  we  in  the 
family  have  never  received  any  inquiries  or  letters.  Last  week, 
however,  we  received  our  first  letter  through  the  Text.  We  were 
understandably  very  excited  about  someone  writing  to  us,  so  after 
three  days  of  celebrating  we  in  the  family  have  renewed  excitement 
for  writing  and  informing  you,  our  readers.  We  are  now  prepared  to 
lay  out  in  full  detail  our  “highly  researched  method  of  Winter 
Planting.” 

The  first  step  in  the  homegrowing  process  is  to  gather  all 
apparatus  needed  to  properly  germinate  your  seeds.  This  is  done  by 
placing  a  number  of  seeds  on  the  paper  towels  and  folding  neatly. 
Next,  soak  the  towels  in  warm  uncontaminated  water  and  place  the 
towels  on  your  dish  and  place  the  dish  in  a  warm  dark  place.  The 
towels  should  be  soaked  once  a  day  for  three  days  or  enough  to  keep 
it  damp.  On  the  fourth  day  the  seedlings  should  be  ready  for 
planting.  Care  should  be  taken  not  to  expose  the  seedlings  to 
daylight  for  light  rays  destroy  tiny  root  hairs  growing  from  the 
seedlings. 

The  soil  should  consist  of  any  good  soft  compost  that  will  retain 
moisture  and  not  pack  easily.  Loose  soil  allows  the  roots  to  breathe 
freely  thus  achieving  the  best  conditions  possible. 

Place  a  small  hole  in  the  soil  with  a  pencil  point  about  deep. 
Grasp  the  seedling  by  placing  the  seed  shell  between  your  thumb  and 
forefinger  with  the  white  root  stem  pointing  downwards.  Place  the 
seedling  just  as  it  is  into  the  hole  and  just  cover  the  shell  with  soil. 
Remember  this  is  done  in  semi-darkness  as  not  to  destroy  the 
roothairs.  Now  your  plants  are  ready  to  grow.  Add  just  a  little  water 
to  your  already  damp  soil  and  do  not  water  again  for  about  three 
days,  then  every  week  afterwards  soak  well  once. 

An  explanation  on  how  to  set  up  other  apparatus  properly  will 
follow  in  the  next  issue.  Following  our  method  we  guarantee  results 
in  just  four  weeks,  then  happy  joint  plucking  thereafter.
